. cousin or for further New^i'ork in- 
vestments. 


As it is, the value of the Astor real 


•estate, in New 
York

Besides this -;hey own real es- 
tate worth about ns much, which is 
leased for terms of years, on which 
the lessees have put- buildings, and 
from which the Astors receive ground 
rent. This would give them 'a total 


, value of real estate of $50,000,000. 


It is doubtful is _thc Astors them- 


selves know just how much property 
they own. 
There are a lot oi little 


odds nnd ends scattered about, which 
those best informed outside Of the 
managers of the .estate believe would 
bring the value of the entire property 
owned by them up to $100,000,000 in 
round, numbers. 
Some of the Astor 


estate pays a big dividend on the in- 
vested value. Other portions, like the 
farms O'ohn Jacob has bought \ip in 
tiie new annexed district, about pay 
the taxes.

this country.

country. During the last fiscal year 
ending ."June 30 there were 307,228,021 
pounds of tin plate made in this coun- 
tr. This is an increase of nearly' 60 
per cent. Previous to the McKinley 
tariff there were spayrnodic 
efforts 


made to establish the manufacture of 
tin pl.ato in 'the United States, 
but 


with the poorest success, for as fust 
as one or more gat well started, the 
Welsh tin plate workers would flood 
the country with their products and 
thus close our mills. 


This industry- is fast- growing and 


bids fair to become a mighty industry 
in the land, all owing to the-encour- 
agement of n protective tariff. 
Tha- 


establishment, of tin plate works in 
this country was tried over and over 
again before the advent of McKinloy- 
iHin only, to fail. The McKinley law, 
assuming, says an exchange, that it 
was an outrage to pay tweavty-'two or 
twenty-three --millions of dollars an- 
nually for tiin plate, when four-fifths 
ol the weight- in 'the plate was simply 
soft iron orctcel. put a tariff upon-tin 
plate 'sufficient to enable manufactur- 
ers; in the United States to build plants 
and to familiarize themselves with tha 
work of making-'the plate. • This drew 
nn immvnse amount of -capital • into.

around .tho north pole, for, all anybody 
knows, Its range extends to that undiscov- 
ered country. No woathor has yet been 
found .In'tho"v6ry uttermost parts of Labra- 
dor that 13-,'too cold for the caribou, and It 
can't bo a great deal colder np In the far 
polar seas than It la in those boreal regions. 


"Thero aru a good many oorlbou In 


northern Maine, and on tho wild, oold bar- 
rens of NeW JlruDSwlok and Nova Sootla 
theyar^.fltlll abundant. In tbe very north- 
ern parts of New Brucewiok and New- 
foundland apd In Labrador they stlL'. roam 
almost undisturbed by the hunter.' Tho 
settlers ilwmselvas hunt thorn rnroly, be- 
cause their hide is of little value, and, be- 
sides that, few of tbe. settlers know how to 
hunt them.

MORNING SESSION. 


The interior of the Auditorium had 


been decorated with flags and directly 
over the center ot the stage was the 
Welsh coat oil arms, the Red Dragon, 
and the inscriptions, "Truth Against 
the World," also the mottos, 
"Bard, 


Ociat and Druid," "In the Face of the 
Sun and the Eye o£ light." The box 
office for 
the 
sale of tickets was 


opened at 8:30 o'clock and the Audi- 
torium never experienced such a 
crush. 
The entrance was packed to 


suffocation and in a very short time 
nineteen hundred ' general admission 
tickets had' been sold, not counting 
the reserved seats for the afternoon 
and night. Ten o'clock was the .time 
named for the opening of the Eistedd- 
fod, but on account of the lateness of 
trains it was 10:30 before Chairman C. 
C. Gittings called the two .thousand 
people to order an<l :;aid that it was 
late and no longer del-ay would be al- 
lowed. 


Without, further ceremony Mr. Git- 


tings introduced John ' H. Lewis, 
chairmnri of the morning session and 
Mr. Lewis in turn introduced the Hon. 
W. E. Powell, of Milwaukee, .as con- 
ductor arid right here it. caii be said 
that no. Eisteddfod ever had a better 
and • more witty conductor than did 
Mr. Powell prove to be. Everything 
he said was .distinctly hca-rd in all 
parts of the large room and his wit 
and humor kept the immense crowd 
good nauvred.

It was mainly on the Welsh language 
arid the Elfteddfod, and he said that 
the following extraordinary, facts in 
regard to the 'first Eisteddfod held in 
Racine, -'would be found interesting: 


First, That is was the first Eistedd- 


fod 'ever held west of ithe great lakes, 
jf not'west of the Ohio river. 


Second,. That it was held as far back 


as forty years ago last March, 


Third, That-it was held within a 


stone's throw of the present one—the 
old Union hall, Main street. 


Fourth, That iti; president and 'sec- 


retary, are still living in the persons 
of the Rev. Wn}. R. Jones, now of Pas- 
edena/Ca;., (who, by the way, sends 
lis regrets of his inability to be pres- 
ent) and Thc'mas Lloyd Williams of 
this city. 


Fifth,. That the leaders of the two 


respective choirs that competed, are 
present 
today, viz:''. John R. Davis, 


now of Chicago, and Evan Samuel of 
this city. Also we have the musical 
adjudicator with us today, viz: Prof. 
John P. Jones, Chicago. 


Sixth, That the winners .ol!' the 


prizes for the best Essays, are present 
today.

Following cume the competitions 


for the various prizes and which will 
be found at the head of the. article. 
All of the contests were spirited and 
•the greatest interest was taken, in 
fact the friends of each contestant- 
were much exciteil and notwithstand- 
ing the warnings of the conductor, in- 
sisted upon applauding and showing 
their appreciation in other ways. The 
programme was interspersed with o 
jrand-tenor solo, by Robert Lloyd, of 
Chicago,' and a song by Prof. I. Dan- 
iel, who has a magnificent voice. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The afternoon found another im- 


mense assembly of people and- it is es- 
timated that nearly 2,500 were crowd- 
ed and packed into the building. W. 
A.. Jones, of Mineral Point, was the 
president, but he was not present. 
Rev. J. C. Jones of Chicago, was the 
conductor and he made a good 033. A 
chorus, "March of the Men of Ha-r- 
leoh," was a beautiful effort. • One of 
the leading events of the afternoon- 
.vas the competition of male quar- 
tettes,'"The Spartan Heroes,"-by-Pro- 
theroe, for a cash prize of $75 and a 
$50 gold medal donated by Mr. Frank 
Miller.

e for the reason that the decision 


was reserved until the last thing at 
night. A song by Robert lloyd, Chi- 
cago, was much enjoyed. 


EVENING SESSION 


The great crush of the Eisteddfod 


was at- the night session. Long before 
7 o'clock crowds of people hurried 
toward the building on the lake shore. 
Eight o'clock foun'd the structure 
completely pocked with human be- 
ings, in fact the aisles were filled, gal- 
leries choked and standing room at a 
premium. The ticket office was closed 
and the further sale of tickets refused 
and the doors closed. 
It was esti- 


mated that there were three thousand 
in the building and as' many more 
turned awa.y.

duced the president of the evening, 
Hon. William T. Lewis, who said in

Ladies and Gentlemen: The Racine 


Eisteddfod of January 1, 1897, SB held, 
in accordance with an old time-hon- 
ored custom of the Welsh -people, "not 
only in Wales, but wherever on the 
globe a sufficient number of the loyal 
may be found. We know of no people 
who do npt have some peculiar cus- 
toms of their own, commemorative of 
their celebreties, or ancestry, or coun- 
try's achievements. The Welsh have 
much to be proud of. If there te one 
within the reach of my voice who is 
not, let him-read the history of Wales, 
oiid of the Welsh in their 
heroic 


struggles for civil and religious lib- 
erty, loyalty to God and to country; 
in deeds ot bravery oa the battle 
fields in defense of those .principles 
'Welsh blood has freely flowed. Elo- 
quent in the pulpit, clever .in'litera- 
ture,., equal at the, bar,-I know of no 
better definition to convey an idea of 
the objects of the tisteddfod than the 
following quotation placed in jny 
'hands, translated from1* the Welsh of 
..a .Jmidic period: "Render us, 0 God, 
Thy protection and in that protec- 
tion power, in that power wisdom;,in 
that wisdom ' knowledge; in that 
knowledge know the just; in knowing 
•the just, love; and in love,-love every 
attribute, and by loving every attri- 
bute, love God." 


Owing'to the fact that there were 


many competitors for the numbers in 
the evening,programme it wns dectd-1 


ed to dispense with1.all intermediate; 
numbers'not included in the competi- 
tion, except whore, the adjudicators re- 
quired time to prepare th'eir decisions.

tacked the majestic "Hear Us, 0 Lord"

that law only costs the farmers a;few 
days- of work, which le -will hardly 
miss'-atthe end of r.he year. Frequent 
snoy storms blockade the roads, some- 
. times a :freshet -washes out bridges, 
palnks rot and will 'have to be replaced. 
All 'of. this necessitates overseers in 
every' district. The old system is a- 
good- one and should be re-insta-ted at 
the coming legislature; But I will- say 
that. the. Apple law, as well as the old 
system is not sufficient to give us good 
roads as we ought and must have, to 
make -our roads. -what they ought to 
be.- The only way to. have good roads 
is to -improve certain main highways. 
To '.do this, a special fund is needed. To 
create this fund will require an act of 
the-Jegiislature, levying an annual tax 
of not less than three (S) nor more 
than four. (4). mills on ail taxable 
property in the county. This is espe- 
cially applicable to the counties of Ra- 
cine, Milwaukee and Waukesha, and 
many others woul-d profit with the 
same measure. 
I mention these three counties in- 


particular, as it will be almost neces- 
sary for 'them to take united action, as 
the main highways -would be affected 
by a failure to so unite them. The su- 
pervisors of the different towns should 
be the superintendents, unless other-. 
wise ' determined by 
a vote of the 


town. This tax should be levied and 
collected the same as the general 
taxes. The town treasurer to hold 
such fund as Q road fund, and to pay 
'out. the some to the order of the town 
chairman and clerk, the superintend- 
ents to present their bills to the town 
board, who shall audit them the same 
as other bills against the town. The 
roads to be improved to be determined 
by the supervisors -of the different 
towns. The' highways to be improved 
should not 'be more than three miles

leading through 
the counties men- 


tioned, to the leading business cen- 
ters.- This would guarantee to the 
farmers good roads at a very slight 
cost, and it would be possible to keep 
the main roads in an excellent condi- 
tion ot all seasons of tee year, as soon 
as they are in this condition, then the 
side roads can be improved, thus no 
farmer would be more than one and 
one-half miles from an improved high- 
way. 
Would- it not be well, my far- 


mer friends' to give this matter our 
attention. I do not cla^m my ideas to 
be perfect, but they could be added to 
until perfect.

Council Bluffs, la. At the latter sta- 
tion "the baggage lay -unclaimed until 
May 1'J, 1891, when it was brought to 
Chicago and solti at public auction for 
S2.50. During all these years there 
has been nothing discovered "to pene- 
trate the mystery as to how the bit 
of brass came to be found away up in 
Uncle Sam's frigid northwestern ter- 
ritory.
